by the Armenians of the 19th century and before. Latin, French, Turkish and Arab names (the 
last two in Armenian characters) appear in cross-referenced indices at the back. This is a 
major source for the study of Armenian ethnobotany.

This is an Armenian translation made by Grigor Oskean/Oskian from the English original (1894) in 203 pdf pages, 
bookmarked by chapter. A Wikipedia entry describes the life of this great British polymath (John Lubbock . 1st Baron 
Avebur y), who made contributions to many fields including archaeology, natural history, zoology, biology, botany, 
cultural history, public education, and law. In The Use of Life, Lubbock (1834-1913) explains how life might be 
happily, pleasurably, and profitably lived. It is a very worthwile book, full of good, practical advice. Attached to the 
document is the English original in 322 searchable pages. Since both parts are bookmarked by chapter, this edition also 
could be used for language study.

Xenophon (about 430-354 B.C.) was a general, 
statesman, student of Socrates, and a fine historian. He is best known for his Hellenica (describing the period after the 
Peloponnesian War), and also for the Anabasis, which describes life in eastern Asia Minor around 401 B.C. The 
Cyropaedia is his historical romance, in which Armenia figures prominently, set in the Achaemenid Empire. Unlike the 
Anabasis, however, this is not real history. Xenophon creates a historical ambience for a discussion of his ideal 
government.

This is an Armenian translation (Constantinople, 1911) of an English classic (London, 1877). A Wikipedia entry (Black 
Beaut y) describes the history of the author, and the plot—which is told from the standpoint of the horse: "While 
forthrightly teaching animal welfare, it also teaches how to treat people with kindness, sympathy, and respect. In 2003, 
the novel was listed at number 58 on the BBC's survey The Big Read." Beginning with his early life and his mother's 
good advice, Black Beauty relates the circumstances of his life, his many owners, kind and cruel, and his varied 
occupations. Attached to the document is the English original. Since both sections are bookmarked by chapter, this 
edition could be used by Western Armenians to improve their English and by Anglophones to improve their Armenian.
